Possessed of the acumen to 
Getect literary value wherever it appeared, he took 
& genuine pleasure in encouraging such talent. His dis- 
covery of Edgar Lee Masters, of the ralue in Masters’ 
“Spoon River Anthology,” is now a tradition, but his 
discoveries here in St. Louis are not so well known. 
It is a fact, however, that the Mirror School of Lit- 
erature, as Reedy himself sometimes lightly called it, 
1s a real school, some of whose graduates are doing 
important things in letters. How many of them re 
ceived their first encouragement from Reedy. not 
infrequently a verr substantial encouragement. would 
be hard to say. To get the answer we might have to 
call the roll of our writers. And this, perhaps, is 
Mr. Reedy’s most durable accomplishment.
